County Convention 


Extracts from Public Statutes of New Hampshire 


The County Convention shall consist of the representatives 
of the towns of the county. They shall meet on the second Weed- 
nesday of each biennial session of the General Court or other day 
in the same week, shall choose a chairman and clerk, and may 
adjourn as they see cause. 

The County Commissioners and Treasurer shall furnish the 
Auditors all the aid and information required by them in the per- 
formance of their duties. 

The County Convention shall, during each biennial session of 
the Legislature, grant county taxes for its county for two years; 
but the tax for each year shall be voted separately and collected 
in the year for which it was voted. 

The Sheriff, the Jailers, the Physicians, the Clerk of the Court, 
the Solicitor, the Treasurer, the County Commissioners, and the 
Superintendent of the County Farm, of each county, shall make 
up their report separately, to December thirty-first annually, and 
the same shall be printed together in pamphlet form, in the month 
of January following. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a sum- 
marized account of all their transactions, which concern the coun- 
ty, for the current year ending aforesaid, and the report of the 
Superintendent of the County Farm shall contain, in addition, a 
list of the paupers actually supported at the Farm, a statement 
of the number of weeks each was so supported, and the average 
cost per week for «ach pauper, with the explanation of the basis 
upon which such calculation was made. 

The County Commissioners of each county shall publish at- 
tested copies of the proceedings of the County Conventions, with 
the printed reports of the county officers for the year in which 
such proceedings occurred.

The special committee, recently appointed to consider the pro- 
posed transfer of the Court House to the city of Portsmouth, re- 
ported in substance as follows: 


The committee had visited Portsmouth and had _ inspected 
the Court House on February 19. Mr. Marvin, of Newcastle, had 
replaced Mr. Carr, of Greenland. It was found that repairs were 
needed, aggregating about $1,000. All the rooms of the building 
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were in use during the October term of Court, while the County 
Commissioners and the Probate Court used the first floor. The 
Court House, as a whole, was needed no small part of the year 
for Superior Court purposes. Mayor Adams, of the city, had 
made the proposition that the County of Rockingham deed the 
building and land to Portsmouth, reserving to itself, however, the 
second floor for Superior Court purposes. 

Remarks were made by Messrs. Hackett, Alexander, Weston, 
Ladd, Rand, of Chester, Torrey, Payne, of Derry, and Stevenson. 

The proposition of Mayor Adams was not accepted, and no 
counter offer was agreed upon.

Commissioners’ Report 





In accordance with the requirements of the Public Statutes 
of the state of New Hampshire, the Commissioners herewith sub- 
mit the report of their business transactions for Rockingham Coun- 
ty for the year ending December 31, 1910, together with the re- 
ports of the other county officials. 


The affairs at the County Farm and House of Correction have 
been under the management of Mr. and Mrs. Trottier to the sat- 
isfaction of the Commissioners. We are confident both superin- 
tendent and matron have endeavored to accomplish the end for 
which the institution was established; to furnish everything com- 
fortable for the inmates, kindly caring for the sick, and perform- 
ing all the duties to which the unfortunate poor are entitled, but 
in no way to encourage indolence and pauperism and fill the 
institution with people too lazy to care for themselves. 

The question of giving relief to those having no Town Settle- 
ment is a very important one, and good judgment should be used 
to ascertain whether those asking charity are deserving, for there 
is a class of people who solicit public charity at the same time 
making no effort to help themselves. 

There is an opinion manifest among the citizens and Oversee’s 
of the Poor that those asking assistance can be supported in their 
own towns for the same price per week as at the farm. Our ex- 
perience is that whenever such poor people become sick their 
friends as a zeneral rule soon realize it is not their duty to wesr 
themselves out caring for them without compensation, at times 
incurring an expense amounting to ten or twelve dollars per week, 
whereas at che farm the cost of their support would be no more 
than for any inmate, and at the same time they would receive bet- 
ter nursing, doctoring and accommodation in every way than be- 
fore coming there to live. 

Dr. Mitchell has faithfully attended the sick and insane. The 
health of the inmates has been good and the death rate about the 
same as preceding years. rt 

Chaplain Matthews has been unwearied in his exertions to 
present the truth in its simplest form and yet in an impressive 
manner. We hope much good may result. 

We have completed the new stable of which we think that the 
county can be justly proud. 

The Commissioners recommend that an addition be built on 
the present jail to accommodate about fifty prisoners, which we 
think could be done at a cost of twenty thousand dollars. 

For the financial standing of the county we refer you to the re- 
port of the county treasurer.

To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Rockingham County: 


Gentlemen:—It is both a duty and a pleasure to submit the 
following annual report of the medical part, vital statistics, the 
sanitary conditions and the needs of the County Institution at 
Brentwood for the year ending Dec. 31st, 1910. 

There has been .mong the inmates no epidemic but an unusual 
amount of sickness requiring constant nursing by attendants and 
great care from the Superintendent and Matron. 

A large part of these invalids had been recently admitted te- 
cause they hed no cther place or to spend their last days and be 
comfortably cared for. 

On April 1st, 1910, Mr. Albert Trottier became superintendent 
and Mrs. Trottier matron. Mr. Trottier having acted as assistant 
to two former superintendents was not a stranger to the position 
nor to the vlace. Mrs. Trottier very quickly and cleverly found 
herself or rather her function. 

The resuits to date bespeak a very successful future for their 
management. 

To them and to the entire force of able employees I gladly ac- 
knowledge obligations for assistance and cooperation in the dis- 
charge of my duties and for personal courtesies... The erection of 
a long-needed, new horse barn—a splendid structure—emphasizes 
afresh the 2qual need at least of better accommodations for the 
human inmates, the help, the Superintendent and his family. 

The great kittles still boil in the basement disseminating damp- 
ness and various odors through the building. 

There have been 79 prisoners on the roll at once while there 
are but 30 cells yet the jail—what there is of it—is a far better 
building than the almshouse where in many of the smallest rooms 
two beds have to be placed to accommodate the poor and feeble 
and the jail overflow. This does not allow a normal air space per 
capita and unavoidably mingles more or less the prisoners, the 
children and the aged. ; 

There is a constant struggle with cold, dirt, vermin and rats 
in this the oldest and poorest almshouse in the state. 
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This ancient, wooden, 4 storied structure is a veritable fire- 
trap where oniy kind Providence and incessant watchfulness have 
prevented an awful holocaust. 

The financial condition of the county, the very creditable pub- 
lic buildings supported elsewhere in the county, the goodly stables 
for cows, horses and pigs, the brick asylum, the artesian wel) 
and the great, productive farm strikingly indicate the one essen- 
tial thing lacking. | |

Dear Sir:—During the past year there have been many minor 
complaints. There have been no major surgical operations, though 
several minor operations have been performed. However there was 
an epidemic of diphtheria at the jail, it being confined to the lower 
cage. 

This demanded a great deal of care and observation to prevent 
its spread, and was a source of some anxiety until it was exterm- 
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inated. The jail was thoroughly fumigated from top to bottom, and 
there has been no return of the disease since. 

The jail is well ventilated and roomy; moreover, it is kept in 
a sanitary and orderly way. 

There have been no deaths during the year, though some of 
the patients have been exceedingly ill. 

My relations with the authorities at the jail have been pleas- 
ant, and they have been very courteous to me at all times.
